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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that the Examiner's 
assertion that the "video frame information is the op-code read by the system" is without merit. The Applicant further cites an example of 
the op-code being the "SET ZOOM op-code sets the zoom parameter associated with a particular frame or scene of the video title" (Page 
6 Lines 2-5). The citation clearly shows that the zoom op-code relates to a frame and therefore is considered by the Examiner to be 
video frame information. As stated in the Response to Arguments in the Final Rejection dated August 1, 2006, the Applicant has failed to 
particularly claim what specifically is the video frame information and is therefore viewed by the Examiner to be satisfied by op-code 
related to the video frame. 
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
